situation. 


Theodore Lange, of the 
Frele 


Presse, was chosen president and 
Analem Faelber, of tho Staats Zei- 
tung, was made secietary of tho 
mooting. Mr. Lange, iu an address, 
said that the real cause of the war, 
undertaken ostensibly in tho cause 
of humanity, was really nothing 
more than a clover scheme of ft lot 
of contractors and politicians to 
oroato a demand for certain goods 
and thus enable them to satisfy their 
personal greed. 
Mr. Lunge con- 


cluded by Biying that tho Bottlomout 
of tho Samoan question would dem- 
onstrate tho faot that Germany had 
none but tho friendliest feeling for 
the United States. 


John Suolzer follow?d by reading 


the address delivered before a siml 
lar mooting at Chicago two weeks 
ago, by Rev. neldtman. Thi; read- 
ing waa listened to with mnrkod at- 
tention and \vds heartily endorsed. 
It was then declared the sense of 
tho meeting that a mass meeting of 
Gorman-Americans should be called 
to voice sentiment of tho Gormanb
